As foon as they came to 
the Church, and had placed it upon the high altar, the curate began to 
fing “ Te Deum,” in the midit of it amole was obferved to run out of 
the fkull, which had been the caufe of its motion; whereupon the 
Curate defifted, the people retired, and the fkull was buried again,

| Gesrirytaesy madea triumphal entry into the capital of Tlafcala, re. 


mained there twenty days, in order to give his troops fome interval 
of repofe. Here he was attentive to every circumftance that could ce- 
ment the union with the Tlafcalans, who, on their part, offered to ac. 
company him to Mexico with all their forces. But the beneficial 
fruits of this alliance were on the point.of being loft, by a new effufi- 
on of his intemperate zeal. Fortunately, however, the remonftrances 
of his Chaplain, who was no lefs refpettable for wifdom than virtue. 
had their proper weight with Cortes, who left the Tlafcalans in the 
undifturbed poffeffion of their rites, requiring only that they fhould 
defift from their horrid praétice of facrificing human viétims. 

In the mean time, Montezuma having confented to admit the Span- 
iards into his prefence at Cholula, Cortes direéted his march thither, 
accompanied 3 6000 Tlafcalans. At this place, which was a confi- 
derable town, and though only five leagues from Tlafcala, had been an 
independent ftate, lately fubje¢ted to the Mexican empire, a deep plan 
was concerted to cut him off with all his forces. This treacherous 
defign being difcovered, by the means of Donna Marina, and two 
Tlafealan {pies, Cortes determined to prevent his enemies, and to in- 
4iét on them fuch dreadful vengeance as fhould ftrike Montezuma 
and his fubjeéts with terror. ‘The detail of his meafures cannot be 
pleafing. Suffice it, that on a fignal given, his troops rufhed out, and, 
aflifted by the Tlafcalans, (Bet sti 6000 Cholulans, without the 
lofs of a fingle Spaniard. The Temples, which afforded a retreat to 
their Priefis and fome of the leading men, were fet on fire, and they 
perithed in the flames. Yet fuch was the afcendant which the Span- 
yards had now acquired over this fuperftitous race, that Cortes, having 
affured the Magiltrates, that his juftice being appeafed, he forgave the 
offence, and commanded them to recal the inhabitants who had fled, 
the city was in a few days filled again with people, who, amid the 
yuins of their facred buildings, yielded refpeétful fervice to men, 
whofe hands were flained with the blood of their relations and fellow- 
citizens, 

From Cholula, Cortes advanced dire&tly towards Mexico, which 
was only twenty leagues diftant! When they approached the city, 
they were met by a pompous proceffion that announced the approach 
of Montezuma. © In this interview it was apparent that this Monarch, 
like his fubjects, confidered the Spaniards in the awful light of fuperi 
or Beings. While the deportment of Cortes was refpettful, that of 
the Emperor was reverential to an extreme. The latter condufied 
Cortes to the quarters that had been prepared for his reception: “You 
are now,” fays he, ‘ with your brothers, in your own houfe. Refrefh 
vourfelves after your fatigue, and be happy till I return.” The 
loufe allotted to the Spaniards was furrounded by a ftone wall, with 
fowers at a proper diflance; and its apartments and courts were fo 
Jarge as to accommodate beth the Spaniards and their Indian Allies. 
Cortes did not tail to pay thatimmediate attention to his fecurity, which 
the wifdom of fach a Commander might be luppofed to fugge ft. 
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In the evening Montezuma returned with the fame pomp, and 
brought prefents to an immenfe value. A long conference enfued, 
in which Cortes learned the opinion of Montezuma with refpeét to 
the Spaniards. It was an eftablifhed tradition, he told him, among 
the Mexicans, that their anceftors came peel from a remote re- 

ion, and conquered the provinces now fubjeé to his dominion; that, 
after they fettled there, the great Captain, who conduéted this colony, 
returned to his own country, promifing, that at fome future period his 
defcendants fhould vifit them, aflume the government, and reform 
their conftitution and laws; that, trom what he had heard and feen, 
they were coavinced, that Cortes and his followers were the very per- 
fons whom they had been taught to expect; and he received them 
in courfe, not as ftrangers, but relations. ‘The reply of Cortes tended 
to confirm the fentiments of Montezuma, as well as to give an exait- 
ed idea of the power of his Sovereign, and of his intention in fending 
him there. Next morning, Cortes and fome of his principal attend- 
ants, were admitted toa public audience; and the three fubfequent 
days were employed in viewing this wonderful city. 

Mexico, Tenuchtitlan, as it was anciently called by the natives, is 
fituated in a large plain, environed by mountains of fuch height, that, 
though within the torrid zone, the climate is mild and healthtul. On 
the banks of a vaft lake and on fome {mall iflands adjoining, the cap- 
ital of the Mexican empire was built. The accefs to the city was by 
artificial caufeways, formed of ftone and earth, about thirty feet in 
breadth ; but at the eaft end it could be approached only by canoes. In 
each of thefe caufeways were openings at proper intervals through 
which the waters flowed ; and over thefe, beams of timber were laid, 
covered with earth, 

From this fingular fituation of the city, one may form an idea of the 
danger to which it expofed the Spaniards. Of this they had been fore- 
warned by the Tlafcalans; and they were now fenfible themfelves, that 
by breaking down the bridges, their retreat might be rendered imprac- 
ticable. Their anxiety on this account was increafed by the recolle¢tion 
ot the advice which Cortes had received from Villa Rica, before he 
fet out from Cholula, that, Qualpopoca, one of the Mexican Generals 
on the frontiers, having affembled an army in order te attack fome ot 
the people whom the Spaniards had encouraged to revolt, Efcalante 
had marched out with part of the garrifon to iupport his Allies; that 
an engagement had enfued, in which, though the Spaniards were vic- 
torious, Efcalante, with feven of his men, had been mortally wounded, 
his horfe killed, and one Spaniard had been furrounded by the enemy, 
and taken alive ; that the head of this unfortunate captive, after being 
carried in triumph to different cities, in order to convince the people 
that their invaders were not immortal, had been fent to Mexico. Cor- 
tes, though alarmed with this intelligence, as an indication of Monte. 
zuma’s hollile intentions, had continued his march. But he was now 
fenfible of the trying fituation into which he had been betrayed by an 
excefs of confidence in the fuperior value and defcipline of his troops. 
After confidering all circumftances, with deep attention, he fixed up- 
on a plan no lefs extraordinary than daring. In a word, he propofed 
to feize Montezuma in his Palace, and to carry him a prifoner to the

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A curious Account of the hot fpouting Water-Sprincs in 
IcELAND. * 

The Account of the hot Spouting-Springs in \celand, as inferted tn Dr. 
Van Troil’s letters on that Country, are calculated to in/pire the moft 
awful ideas of the Detty, who hath fcattered fuch firiking Phanome- 
na on the Surface of our Globe; while the inquifitive Mind will nat- 
wrally receive Pleafure tn endeavouring to trace the Caufes of fuch 

furprifng Effeds. 
MONG all the curiofities in Iceland, nothing can be compar- 
ed to the hot {pouting water-{prings with which this country 
abounds. The hot {prings m Switzerland, and feveral in Italy, are 
confidered as very remarkable ; but, except in the laft-mentioned ¢oun- 
try, the water no where becomes fo hot as to boil; nor is it any where 
thrown fo high as at the hot {pouting,water-{prings in Iceland, 

All thofe artificial jets d’eau which have been contrived at fo enor- 
mous an expenfe, cannot by any means be compared withthefe. The 
water-works at Herrenhaufen throw up a fingle column of water, of 
half a quarter of a yard in circumference, to the height of about 70 
feet ; thofe on the Winterkaften, at Caffel, throw it up, but in a much 
thinner column, 130 feet; and the jet d’eau at St. Cloud, which is 
thought the greateit amongft all the French water-works, cafts up a 
thin column 8o feet into the air; whilft fome fprings in Iceland pour 
forth columns of water, of feveral feet in thicknefs, tothe height of ma- 
ny fathoms; and many afhirm, of feveral hundred feet. 

But, without relying upon what has been faid by others, of thefe 
wonderful phenomena of nature, I think myfelf happy to have con- 
templated the moft remarkable of thefef{prings. But I muft beg leave 
to fay fomething of them in general, before 1 treat of that which I faw 
in particular. 

Thefe {prings are of unequal degrees of heat. From fome of them - 
the water flows gently as from other fprings; and it is then called 
faug, a bath ; from others, it {pouts boiling water with a great noife, 
and itis then called hver or Azéttel, 

It is very common for fome of the {pouting {prings to clofe up, and 
others to {pring up in their ftead; there are likewife trequent traces of 
former {pouts, where at prefent not a fingle drop of water is to be feen. 
Many remember to have feen inftances of this; and Eggert Olafsen 
relates, that, in 1753, a new {pout broke forth at Reikakio, feven fath- 
oms in breadth, and three in depth, atthe diftance of 50 fathoms froin 
an old {pring, which had been {topped up bya fall of earth. Frequent 
earthquakes and fubterranean noiles, heard at the time, caufed yreat 
terror to the people who lived in the neighhourhood. 

All thefe hot waters have an incruiting quality, fo ehat we very com- 
monly find the exterior furface from whence it burfts covered with a 
kind of rind, which weat firft took for lime. 

The water in fome places taftes of fulphur, and ia others not ; but 
when drank as foon as it is cold, taftes like common boiled water, 
The inhabitants ufe it, at particular times, for dying; and, were they 
to adopt proper regulations, it might be of itill greater ule, Vittuals 
tay alfo be boiled in it, by putting it intoa pot covered, and boiling 
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it till a certain quantity is evaporated. Milk held over this water 
when boiling becomes {weet, owing, probably to its exceflive heat; ag 
the fame effeét is produced by boiling ita long time over the fire. 
They have begun to make falt, by boiling fea-water over it, which 
when itis refined, is very fine and good. The cows which drink of it 
yield a great quantity ofgood milk Eggert Olafsen intorms us, that 
the water does not become troubled when alkali is thrown into it, nor 
does it change colour from fyrup of violets, 
Though it cannot be denied that thefe {prings have fome communi- 
cation with the Icelandic volcanos, yet they are feldom found very 
near them, butare difperfed throughout the whole country. For this 
‘reafon, hot {prings are found among the mountains, and even on the 
top of the ice mountains ; as on Torfa Jockul, where a great number 
of hot {prings are to be met with; and among them two large jets 


_ eau, which throw up the boiling water to a great height. There are 


even in the fea hot {pouting fprings which can only be approached at 
low water. | 3 

At Oelves there is a dry Aver, from which water formerly proceed- 
ed, but it now emits only {team through its mouth; the heat of which 
however is fo great, that a pot of water placed over the opening boils 
m avery fhort time. (Remainder next week. )

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


PARIS, March 30. 
HE communications with the Court of Vienna, prefented yefter- 
day to the Affembly by the Minitter for foreign affairs, were, M. 
de Noailles’s notification of the laft difpatches to the Emperor under 
the adminiftration of M. De Leffart, and the anfwer of Prince Kaunitz. 

Thefe difpatches, in which the King required the late Emperor to 
recognize the fovereignty of the French nation, and the freedom and 
legality of his acceptance of the Conftitution, M. de Noailles thought 
too important to admit of any delay, and prefent€@ them on the very 
day of the Emperor’s death. . 

On the 1oth of March, Prince Kaunitz returned for anfwer, ‘“* The 
King of Hungary, having fully adopted the pol tical fyftem of the late 
Emperor, he would explain himfelt with the franknefs that became a 
great power. ‘That the King of France complains of the aflembling 
of troops im Germany. No ailembling of troops there is known, that 
ought to be confidered as an indication of hoftility. Troops are af- 
fembled in much greater numbers in France. The King of Hungary, 
and the Princes of Germairy, may perhaps think it proper to aflemble 
ftill greater numbers to maintain the internal peace of their feveral 
ftates, difturbed by the examples of the troubles in France, and the 
criminal machinations of the Jacobin party; but thefe Princes wilt 
never confent to tie up their own hands in this refpect, which no pow- 
er has.a right to require of them. 

** With refpeét to the engagements and concerts between the Court 
of Vienna and the mott refpectable powers of Europe, that Court will 
continue to maintain them, until the French nation, adopting a milder 
courfe, fhall repel the infinuations of a fanguinary fattion that ser 
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tumults and aéts of violence againft the liberty of the King, and the 
faith of treaties; but fhould the defigns and the artifices of that fac- 
tion prevail, the King of Hungary flatters himfelf, that the found and 
principal party of the nation will confider as a confoling profpett of 
{upport the exiftence of a concert, the views of which are worthy of 
its confidence, and the moft important crifis that has ever affected the 
common interefts of Europe.” 2 

Several parts of this anfwer, particularly the denunciations agains 
the Jacobins, and the appeal to the found part of the nation, excited 
the laughter of the Aflembly. 

The Minifter obferved, that thefe communications had taken place 
before he came into office; that the appeal to the found part of the 
nation, by which, undoubtedly, was meant the Ariftocrats, ought to 
excite as little furprife as the concert of powers with which they had 
been fv long menaced ought to excite terror; and that he would ven- 
ture to predi¢t that this concert would be without harmony and with- 
out effect. He requefted the Affembly to wait in tranquillity for the 
categorical anfwer which he had demanded of the Court of Vienna, 
and which he expeéted within a very few days. Tothe above import- 
ant information, I fhall add the rumours of the day without any com- 
ment, 

The laft letters from Coblentz announce, that the Emigrants are af- 
fembling there in greater numbers than ever; all thofe from Worms 
and its neighbourhood, and alfo from the Netherlands, repairing thith- 
er as to a place of general rendezvous. Within fifteen days they are 
expected to amount to 14,000 infantry and 6,000 cavalry. The Princ- 
es have concluded a treaty with the Prince of Hohenloe, for all the 
troops he can furnifh. This treaty is worded as between fovereign 
and fovereign, the French Princes negociating in the name of the 
King of France detained in captivity. 

March 30. The National Aflembly, after long and warm debates, 
have decreed, that all the emigrants who {hall return to this kingdom 
within a month after the promulgation of this decree, fhall have their 
eftates and pofleffions reftored to them upon paying the expenfes of 
adminiftration and taxes, &c. for the whole year, which will be equal 
to atriple taxation; and their effeéts are to be held in truft until the 
above expenfes are paid, without the faid emigrants being able to {ell 
or ary ways difpofe of thofe effe&ts until all expenfes are cleared. 

A Member of the Affembly put upa prayer of thankigiving to the 
divinity for having rid France of two plagues in one week; one, tlie 
Emperor, by cutting him off the face of the earth; the other, the trait- 
or De Leflart, his faithful agent, confined in the abode of guilt, 

A number of Affignat Manufacturers have been lately taken up at 
Patiy ; they had already flruck off thirteen millions of livres. They 
had procured all the engravings in England, and had paid 400,000 !1- 
vres tor the expenie of executing the plates, the paper, with the water- 
marks, &c. but they had not begun to 1ifue. 

There were no fewer than 200 perfons engaged in the fcheme, all of

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AMERICAN INTELLIGENCE. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 14. 

ON Thurfday laft the Prefident of the United States fet out from 
this capital on a tour to Virginia. It is faid he is to be abfent about 
three weeks. 

On Thurfday evening, a Captain Morgan of a Schooner from Sine- 
puxent, lying at Bickham’s wharf below South-ftreet, having fold his 
cargo went on fhore, leaving direétions with his men, as his money 
was on board, to be particularly watchful; and to fire on any that 
might come to difturb them. 

bout twelve o’clock at night, a perfon was heard on board, the 
men in the cabin hailed him, he made no anfwer. After fome time 
they heard him as if he were attempting to force open the cabin door ; 
they again and again {poke to him without receiving any anfwer. At 
Jength they difcharged a loaded mufquet through the partition and 
fhot the man. 

The people about the wharf were alarmed and immediately colleé- 
ed to the place, where, to the great aftonifhment of all prefent, they 
found Captain Morgan lying ‘dead. 

Some time laft week (fays the Virginia Gazette) a negro woman in 
the county of James City, was delivered of a very extraordinary child : 
It had two heads and necks, four arms, four legs and thighs, and every 
other part diftinét for two male children, except the body which was 
entire ; there were only the appearance of two teats, and oie naval, 
but proportionably large for two fine children. It was conjetiured 
there was only one iet ct lungs and bowels ; and it meafured over the 
hips one foot.

NEW-YOR K, May 16. 

Laft Monday the fhip Geotge, Capt. Hunter, arrived in this port, af- 
ter an agreeable paflage of 39 days trom Glafgow, bringing papers to 
the 28th of March. 

The principal matters which thefe papers contain are, a journal of 
the progrefs of Gen. Cornwallis’s army in the Eaft-Indies, in which 
it is faid he had taken poffeflion, by furprife, of a {mall fortified town 
in ‘Tippoo’s territory ; and the death of Leopold II. Emperor of Ger- 
many, on the firft of March, at Vienna, after a fhort illnefs, foon after 
which his fon Francis I. was proclaimed his fucceffor, and the Aul- 
trian monarchy devolved on him. 

Reporis further fay, that Gen. Cornwallis had ftormed and taken 
Saringapatam, ‘Pippoo’s principal fortrefs, in which he (Cornwallis) 
Joft 7000 men, and Gen. Meadows: And alfo, that the account given 
thus day, from the Salem Gazette, of WAR being declared between 
France and Spain, is confirmed: but thefe appear unauthentic, as the 
Glafgow papers, which we have been favoured with, do not mention 
them.

Extract of a letter from Cape Frangots, April 15. 

“In the weftern diftricts of the Ifland, every thing wears the moft 
horrid appearance. ‘The troops are in a {tate of anarchy, and fubor- 
dination generally at an end, while the wretched remains of Port-au- 
Prince are furrounded by an enemy, from whom an attack is every 
moment expected, and trom whofe mercy (if conquerors) nothing is to 
be hoped. To give you an account of various affaflinations, murders, 
tortures, and excetfles of almoft every kind, that have been committed 
within thefe few months, would afk avolume. Vaft numbers of op- 
ulent people are reduced to a morfel of bread, by the ruin of their 
plantations, and are going (many of them) almoft pennylefs, into for- 
eign lands, forthe prefervation of an exiftence which has become al- 
together precarious here. Weare willing to hope that the ocean 


- which furrounds Hifpantola will check the extenfion of the {pirit of 


revolt ; for, it it fhould become general through the iflands, it will re- 
‘quire almoft half Europe to fubdue it. Asto myfelf, I will endeay- 
our to leave this once delightful, though now miferable country, in all 
June ; acountry which has become alike ungrateful to the failor and 
the mechanic, to the merchant and the philofopher—a country, 


«* Where cruel paffions the warm heart infeft 
And banifh pity from the human breatt. 
Where hoftile ruffians draw the vengeful blade 
And flain with infant gore the blufhing fhade ! 
I turn, difgufted, from this horrid {cene 

Of tortur’d captives, flaves, and murder’d men, 
To where the far-fain’d Maflachufetts ftrays, 
Renown’d for juftice, and for length of days.” 

“The celebrated Dr. Priely (fays a private letter from London) 
although not inconfolable, as a philofopher, for the lofs of his curious, 
moft valuable, and unfortunately, irrecoverable property, yet feems 
much chagrined that politics and religion, or his opinions in both, 
fhould have been the caufe of fo much wanton deftruction.
